For Hie Host on Morning Post 
The G azette and A’. X .— W e some time ago made 
a series of remarks, by way of exposition, upon an ar­ 
ticle in the Commercial (iaiette, which we supposed to 
be an adopted editorial. The editors, however, thought 
proper to disown it, because it had the m ark X. X. 
appended to it ; although, in every other respect, 
it had the appropriate signs of an editorial article, and 
was destitute of the usual and customary prefix of a 
communication, viz. For the G azette. 
W e are still 
inclined to suppose, that it was at first intended to pass 
as an adopted child, though there may afterwards have 
appeared sufficient reasons for disowning the brat. 
W e 
»opposed that the mark X. X., as it stands for tw en ty, 
might possibly be intended to designate the authorship 
or sanction of some C ouncil o f T w en ty, constituted by 
the Whigs to assist or supervise the editors in their 
new duties ;—some Whig dictatorship, appointed “ to 
see that the party sustain no injury.” 
In this surmise, 
we were, it seems, mistaken. 
The real X. X ., after 
taking a week to consider of it, bascóme out in his own 
defence, (indicative of immense labor) in an attempt to 
make blind and obscure what is perfectly plain and in­ 
disputable. 
It would be really amusing to review this 
curious essay, paragraph by paragraph ; but such a la­ 
bor would be the waste of too much time, and its ne­ 
cessary length would also exclude it from the columns 
of the Post. 
A very brief and general notice must suf­ 
fice. 
The unrivalled egotism, self-complacency, and 
self-admiration, with which it abounds, are so harmless 
and amusing, that there is no necessity of disturbing 
them. 


T he first specific complaint brought against us by X.X. 
is, that we have “ charged him with falsehood.” 
To 
heal his wounded honor upon this point, we assure him, 
that we meant nothing more than to deny the truth of 
his positions, as is customary in all logical disputations. 
W e did not mean to be understood as intending to give 
him the lie, or to charge him with uttering a deliberate 
falsehood, knowing it to be such. 
The most we intend­ 
ed to imply was, that he had staled things us positive 
and undisputed facts, of which he had a very imperfect 
knowledge, and of the truth of which he had not taken 
sufficient pains to satisfy himself, as he was bound to do, 
before bringing them thus before the public. 
There is 
a singular proof ol this careless propensity to make as­ 
sertions very much at random, in his last essay. 
He 
there speaks of the “ stale and thrice refuted slander, 
frequently thrown at Josiah Quincy and others, that it 
was irreligious a»J ¡minoiul tu prosecute ttie war ot is 12 , 
— immoral and irreligious to rejoice at the victories over 
our enemies.” 
Now, what prudent and discreet writer, 
sedulous for truth, and cautious of being detected even 
in the least appearance of asserting an untruth, would 
have termed that a “ thrice refu ted slander against Jo ­ 
siah Q uincy,” which stands recorded in all the news­ 
papers of the day, in the printed official journals of the 
legislature, and in the existing records of our Senate ?— 
W e do not mean the precise words which X. X. has 
given,—for he has taken the liberty of “ garbling and 
perverting” Mr Quincy’s language ;— but the sense is 


sufficiently accurate. 
T he next charge of X. X. is, that we “ have been 
guilty ofgarbling and perverting his language, for the at­ 
tainment of our own sinister purposes.” 
This we ut­ 
terly deny. 
W e had not room for his long paragraphs, 
and were therefore obliged to copy such sentences and 
phrases only, as we intended to make the subject of 
remark. 
In doing this, we were very cautious to pre­ 
serve the true original sense unimpaired. 
As he has 
quoted the passages at full length, of which he com­ 
plains, we willingly and confidently leave the reader to 
judge, both of the fidelity of our quotations, and of our 
just construction of the true gram m atical meaning of 
the passages in dispute. 
W hen a writer speaks of 
“ popular prejudice” “ against the w ar,” and “ against 
the administration of Mr Madison,” and then, immedi­ 
ately after, without having mentioned any other preju­ 
dice, uses the expression “ this prejudice,” the gram­ 
matical construction must be, that “ this prejudice,” 
mentioned the second time, has reference to the preju- 
dicQ fir s t mentioned. 
It would be superfluous to dis­ 
pute with any one, about the legitimate grammatical 
construction of the English language, who seriously con­ 
tends that a different prejudice, which he has not m en­ 
tioned at all, (that against privateering) was-intended ; 
that “ the paragraph is susceptible of no other construc­ 
tion ;” and that if he “ had toiled a week, he could not 
have rendered his meaning more distinct.” 
Resides, 
suspecting what his real meaning m ight be, we assumed 
both, and replied to both, in order not to give him the 
least ground fur evasion ; yet, instead of attempting to 
defend either construction, he contents himself with 
shifting the ground, by accusing us of “ garbling and 
perverting his language for sinister purposes.” 
W e made some remarks upon the tariff of 1828, and 
X. X. says, that in our conclusions we perfectly agree 
with him ; and moreover, “ that wc are evidently in­ 
debted to him for all the information we possess in re­ 
lation to that matter.” 
If our conclusions are indeed 
like his, we begin to suspect they are wrong ; and if 
we are indebted to him for what little information we 
possess on any point, Heaven help us ! 
Our modicum 
must be small indeed. 
W e are reminded of Solomon 
Swap’s expression, “ littler than the little end of nothing 
whittled off.” 


I here is another “ perversion of language’’ or mean­ 
ing, the remarks of X .X . upon which, have whelmed us 
in utter astonishment. 
W e had not supposed it possible 
that the most ingenious pettifogger, who ever cursed a 
country village, could have contrived to nlfix, by any 
desperate quibble, more than one meaning to the lan­ 
guage of X. X ., with regard to Mr W ebster’s having 
sanctioned the compromise bill of 1S33. 
Yet the wri­ 
ter has denied the plain, manifest, obvious, and indeed 
only moaning, of which his language is susceptible, and 


I substituted another, of which no intelligent reader would 
ever have dreamed, or could possibly have had the least 
suspicion. 
As the management of X. X. in this cate 
is a remarkable curiosity, and may entertain our read­ 
er«, we shall here give a condensed account of it. 
In 
1 his former essay he spoke of flip “ compromise bill” of 
1833— “ a bill (ho added) that was sanctioned by Henry 
Clay, John C, Calhoun, Daniel W ebster, and by all, 
who best understood the legitimate economy of the re­ 
public, and the legitimate ends of common justice.” — 
I Now, what reader would be at any loss to understand 
by this language, that Mr W ebster, when this bill 
passed the Senate, approved of it at least, if he did not 
1 advocate and vote for it ? 
W ho would have suspected, 
that Mr W . actually disapproved of it, opposed it, 
1 spoke against it, disclaimed it, and finally voted against 
it, as he actually did, and as did all, except five, of the 
' delegates from Now England ? 
This apparent m istake 
wo pointed out. 
The facts of the case were “ familiar 
to every horn-book politician, to every school boy.” — 
To confess ignorance, therefore, er to admit a mistake, 
would be extremely mortifying to a gentleman of such 
extensive knowledge and enlarged intelligence as X. X. 
You shall now hear, gentle reader, how ingeniously he 
gets over it. 
He says, “ I have said that Mr W ebster 
has sustained the bill.” 
[H e did not say so ; he said 
■ that the bill “ w a s sanctioned by Mr W ebster.] 
He 
' continues, “ I did not say that that gentleman voted or 
i acted in favor of the bill.** 
[True ; and there are a 
great many other things which he did not say.] 
“ I 
1 simply meant to 
sny, that he has sustained the bill 
| since its adoption !” 
[And pray, in what way has Mr 
! W. ever sustained it since its adoption ? 
In what 
! speech last winter and spring in the Senate, or this or 
last summer at any whig celebration, or in any other 
! place, or even in private conversation, has he ever ex­ 
pressed his approbation of, or sustained it in any shape ? 
X. X. lias undoubtedly pointed out some such case. Oh 
no. 
It is in an entirely different way, a perfectly new 
way, worthy of a patent, as you shall hear.] 
“ I sim­ 
ply meant to say, (says he) that he ha3 sustained the 
bill since its adoption, because, he has not made any 
attempt to abrogate its existence or provisions ;— but, 
on the contrary, [an Irish “ contrary,” by the way,] 
since the first of March, 1833, the time of its passage 
through the Senate, he has given it his tacit and silent 
support and sanction.” 
W e doubt even this ; but if 
it were true, he lias also generously given his “ support 
and sanction,” in the same way, to all the acts and 
measures of the emperor of China and chams of T ar­ 
tu» j , 
Tlie truth Is. lliorp was not durincr tho Inet coa- 
sion, the slightest chance of success, in any attempt to 
abrogate or alter the compromise, and it would have 
been the most consummate madness and folly in Mr W . 
to have brought up the question. 
H e did not dare to 
attempt it. 
Both Mr Clay and Mr Calhoun had, in 
their places in the Senate, promulgated their denuncia­ 
tions in anticipation, against any person who should pre­ 
sume 
« j »ihjexperiment. 
Any ettort to disturb the 
compromise bill, coming from Mr W ebster or any body 
else, would have been put down and crushed at once, by 
the general execration o f the Southern and W estern 
members. 
And yet Mr W . has “ sustained, sanctioned, 
and supported” the compromise bill, since its passage, 
“ beccause he has not made any attempt to abrogate its 
existence or provisions ! ! I” 
W e have been more particular in noticing and expos­ 
ing this russe de guerre, not because there was any 
necessity for so doing, but from mere amusement, and 
to indulge the curiosity of the reader. 
H am let, in his 
contest with Laertes, talks o{ “ outfacing,** and in fact 
succeeded very well against his antagonist. 
If he were 
a being of this age, to behold him pitched against X. X. 
in a trial of skill in the science of outfacing, would be 
a sight worth going to see. 
W e say all this “ good nat- 
urdly, and most certainly without the least design of 
being ungentlemanly towards a w riter,” who has dis­ 
played so much ingenuity in panyiug thrusts. 


It remains now, to take a mere passing glance at some 
of the extraneous matter, which X. X. calls his “ semi­ 
circular episodes 
we know not why, unleas it be be­ 
cause the ends never meet, and because they contain no 
acute 
angles. 
He says, “ I have too often exposed 
myself, for the good of my country, or for something 
else,” &c. 
W e have no doubt this is true ; and we 
hope he will permit us to advise him, in perfect friend­ 
ship and good nature, not to expose himself unnecessa­ 
rily in future, and when it Is not “ for the good of his 
country.” 


Our opponent seems very desirous of informing us, 
that he knows who we are ; and he also attempts to en­ 
lighten us with regard to himself. 
It is our great mis­ 
fortune, not to desire the smallest light from any of his 
labours. 
W e are still in utter darkness with regard to 
his person and his character, except as an anonymous 
writer. 
W e had not the least suspicion who he was, 
when we wrote our first article ; and we are now equal­ 
ly unsuspicious. 
W e have never inquired, and we do 
not wish to know. 
In newspaper discussions, we con­ 
sider only the truth or falsehood of the positions and the 
argument, the merits and demerits of the composition, 
not the individual who Is the author. 
In replying to X. 
X ., we considered the author as a non-cxl«.tence, a 
mere shadow, and none of our observations were in­ 
tended to have the least personal bearing, or to be ap­ 
plicable to the writer as an individual, whoever that in­ 
dividual might be. 
W e expected and wished, that our 
essay, with its anonymous author, should be viewed in 


the same lig h t; and we never think of taking personal 
offence at any kind of newspaper remarks, w here it is 
not evident that the writer is acquainted with the author, 
and intends his remarks to be personal and to have 
■reference to a particular individual. 
Had X. X. ex­ 
tended his observations to any practicable length, and, 
as Dogberry says, “ been ten thousand times more tedi­ 
ous,” we sh*uld have taken it all in good part. 
W e 
have examined his attempt at our portrait, and pronounce 


it to b e a d e c i d e d l y had likeness. 
W e do not admire 
him ns a writer, hut as a p ai nt er ho is execrable. 
W o 
never inonr life “ cried aloud fully four and twenty hours 
by Shrewsbury clock, hurra for” a n y b o d y , 
a n d what 
is more, we never i n t e n d to do it. 
W ith regard to himself, X. X. says, that “ at the 
eventful period o f 1812, young as he was, he tendered 
his services to the navy of his country.” 
H i does not 
tell us in what rank or capacity his services were tender­ 
ed, or whether they were accepted or refused. 
As, 
however, in another place, he estimates that 
he has 
“ often exposed himself, for the good of his country, or 
for som ething else,” we ure bound, perhaps, out of 
courtesy, to suppose that he has cut some figure in the 
navy. 
If he has really fought bravely and conducted 
litmself well, in a n y rank or station, we should if we 
knew him, respect him for it, and pay him due homage ; 
— but we should not, on that account, think either better 
or worse of his anonymous writings. 
W e too, as anon­ 
ymous writers, must now shake hands and part,—and, 
1 hope, 111 good fellowship. 
\V e regret that we have 
given him any cause of offence. 
If he should again ap­ 
pear in the offing, whether, disguised as a sub-editor, or 
“ fighting 011 his own hook,” bearing the same signal, 
we shall have the curiosity to point our glass at him.

Resolved, T hat the resolution of the Senate of the 
United States, passed 2(ith March last, charging the 
President, a co-ordinate branch of the Government, 
with a violation of the Constitution, is in its character 
wholly without precedent in the history of our co u n try , 
an infringement of the rightful and legitimate powers of 
the House of Representatives, and a smbversiun of tl.o 
rigl.to ufu u 
mei «call Citizen, in the person»? 
Chief 
Magistrate, and it ought to be, and we doubt ere long 
will be expunged from the records of that body. 
Resolved, T hat the liberties of the people have been 
in great danger from the overwhelming influence of a 
mammoth Bank, aided by great talents and a monied 
aristocracy ; but we rejoice to find in the result of the 
recent elections throughout the country ample assurance 
that our institutions are safe ; that we may still confide 
in the intelligence and integrity of the people, and that 


wealth, however enormous, can control or direct the 
democracy of the nation. 
R esolved, T hat as the friends of equal rights, gen­ 
eral education, religious freedom and a reduction of our 
state expenditures to the standard of a true economy, 
and the enemies of Aristocratic monopolies, it is our 
duty to support for office, those who will sustain these 
principles in the administration of our state affairs. 
Resolved, T hat having long known the 1ION. MAR­ 
CUS M ORTON, and held him in the highest respect for 
his talents, sound judgment, integrity and steady ad­ 
herence to Republican principles, we do most cheer­ 
fully concur in his nomination for the office ofdovernor, 
and do pledge our efforts to give him that support, to 
which his superior merits and qualifications justly entitle 
him.

with all the influence of their names, this odious B r i t ­ 
is h Mcmu|»oly.

This is exclusive of the vast sums which the agents of 
manufacturing establishments receive rs commissions, 
and what the officers of the banks get for usury, and 
which must amount to some millions of dollars a year 
more.

Here vve see officers, who receive immense 
sums, which are drawn by means of monopolies, the 
legitimate fruits of illegitimate legislation, from the pro­ 
ducing classes, appointed and their salaries fixed by pri­ 
vate authority, and their offices continued in perpetuity.
